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PREFACE 


This little book, which was begun over a year 
before the death of the great naturalist, has been 
compiled in the belief that the nature of W. H. 
Hudson’s genius entitles him in a special degree to 
be the subject of a bibliography. Classify him as 
we may, the rare quality of his appeal as an author 
abides in the personality that indues it. He belongs 
to that band of makers who whatever the theme 
worked upon, cannot but give of themselves in their 
labour. A part of them inheres in all they set their 
hands to; their individuality pervades it like a 
fragrance; their philosophy broods over it; their 
sensibilities give it life. For all admirers of the 
author of Birds And Man Mr. H. J. Massingham put 
the case with eloquence in his luminous essay on 
W. H. Hudson contributed to the London Mercury 
in 1920: 

“There is no object in nature,” he wrote, 

“seen and described by him, which he does not 

feel, and behind his baldest and most accurate 

representation of a landscape or a scene in bird- 
life, or some special dispensation of natural 
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colour and movement, there is an emotional 

grace and flavour which enables us not only to 

see what he feels and feel what he sees, but to 
see and feel his personality as clearly and 
strongly as the object described.”’ 

This passage well expresses the singular attrac- 
tion of his writings to all sorts and conditions of 
men. Directed by a mind original and sincere, they 
were the outcome of a nature emotionally sensitive. 

Several items recorded in the following pages, 
the author ventures to think will be new even to 
close students of W. H. Hudson’s work. And in 
claiming the reader’s attention for them here, he 
does so in order that at the earliest opportunity he 
may gratefully acknowledge his obligation to Miss 
Linda Gardiner, Secretary of the Royal Society for 
the Protection of Birds, for her assistance in their 
discovery. 

Anxious as the compiler has been, however, to 
make the record as complete as possible, it is but 
reasonable to suppose that other material unknown 
to him may still be available. For all omissions and 
errors therefore he proffers his excuses. 

It may be stated in conclusion that all books, 
pamphlets, and leaflets included in the bibliography 
itself have been personally examined by the author.

WILLIAM HENRY HUDSON 


1841—1922 


It scarcely needs to be said that all who would 
know of the life of W. H. Hudson must seek it in 
his books. His writings were not only his life’s 
work, but what, we feel, he himself would have 
regarded as the essential part, so far as concerned 
the world, of that life itself. The few details 
therefore, recorded below—details in part conjec— 
tural—it is suggested, should be viewed mainly in 
the light of glosses upon the text of his real history. 

The famous naturalist, who came of English 
stock, was born in the province of Buenos Ayres 
in 1841. His childhood and youth were spent at 
his father’s estancia on the Argentine pampas, from 
which he made many excursions into the remoter 
parts of the surrounding country. 

What manner of life that was to the young 
naturalist, and what were his experiences in 
early manhood, we are able to learn from the 
pages of The Naturalist In La Plata, Idle Days 
In Patagonia, and Far Away And Long Ago. 
To this period also belongs his acquaintance with 
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the cholera epidemic that ravaged the City of Buenos 
Ayres, an account of which is to be found in his story 
of Ralph Herne written before The Purple Land 
That England Lost but not published until 1888. 

In or about the year 1874 he left South America 
and came to England; and never again revisited 
the land of his nativity. 

Of his literary beginnings, the first example we 
have been able to trace is an article which he con- 
tributed to Cassell’s Family Magazine in the 
following year. Thus early he appears to have 
chosen his course. 

With The Purple Land That England Lost, 
published in 1885, was begun that great series of 
books on Nature which made known to the world 
that a new interpreter had arisen, a worthy successor 
to White, Bates, Waterton, and Jefferies. Thence- 
forth he continued to add precious volume to 
precious volume until 1921, when A Tvaveller In 
Little Things, the last book issued during his life- 
time, was published. 

He received recognition from several learned 
bodies; and for many years he sat on the Council 
of the Royal Society for the Protection of Birds to 
whom he gave liberally of his aid with word and pen. 

Nevertheless, apart from the quality of the 
appreciation his work evoked, which only the few 
can give, small success attended him during the 
greater part of his literary. career. Toward the end, 
it is true, his fortune changed. But little it affected 
him: he gave up the Civil List Pension of £150, 
awarded him in 1901, and went on with his labours. 
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He had just completed, save for a few words to be 
added, another book to which he had given the title 
of A Hind In Richmond Park. 

On Friday, the 18th August, 1922, in the early 
hours of the morning, the great naturalist, and lover 
of all wild things, died peacefully in his sleep; and 
four days later his body was laid to rest, in the same 
earth that covers the remains of Richard Jefferies, at 
Broadwater in the weald of Sussex.
